Morals and Methods of the Men of Many 
Wives. 
Salt Lake Letter to Chicago Times. 

This citv seems to have become the great 
point of attraction for the newspaper corre- 
spondents. The news-githerers and sensa- 
tional writers are fairly flocking hitherward.

What a New York Painter Says of the 
People Who Pose. 
From the New York Tribune. 

A slight figure fliitted in atthe dvor of the 
Academy. of Design the other day and disap- 
peared into aninner room. Sne hada rosy 
face and bright eyes. 

‘*Tbat is one of our models,’’ said the pro- 
fessor, rolling his eyes atthe door. “A great 
change has taken place in public opinion con- 
cerniug the use of living mcedeis,’’ continued 
the professor. wiiling totalk. ‘**Ten years 
ago there was an outcry against it. People 
Suid it was scandalous. DVosing beinga new 
thing, it was harp te get a model of either 
sex. Now youcan get hundreds, and en- 
gagements are made weeks in advance.’’ 

*Woat pay do they get?” 

“When the life class was first established 
we had to pay $1 50 an hour; now the regular 
price is fifty cenis an hour. Models pose from 
tweive to twentv hours a week. They are 
changed every two weeks, s) as to give the 
students a change of subject. Men are better 
models than Women, a8 they are less easily 
fatigued.” 

‘How long does the model stand without 
resting ?? 

‘‘An inexperienced one only twenty min- 
utes at first. Stand io one position five min- 
ules Without moving a muscle, sad you will 
yet some idea of bow tiresome it is.’? 

“Do they show much embarrassment ?’’ 

‘So muchthat the muscles are as rigid as 
iron, and they become drenched with per- 
spiration. Butafter possing two or three 
times the embarrassment wears off. It be- 
comes merely routine business,’’ 

“Do many make ita profession?” 

‘*)here are several men who do nothing 
elae. They pose here ai the Academy, at the 
Art Students’ League and in private studios. 
Most of our female models are young women 
who work iv workshops and factories. They 
receive sma!!! wages and thivk ita great piece 
of fortune if they can earn $10 a week extra 
by posing. They invariably give ficiiuous 
names. 

“Some curious bits of romance have come 
under my observation,’’ the professor resum- 
edaftera pause. ‘‘A pretiy little brunette 
came in one day and asked for an engave- 
ment. She wasin atraitened circumstances, 
but did not disciose her history.

Any morning at twenty-five minutes past 
six o’clock, may be seen in Ninth street, be- 


fifty or sixty men. These are the packers, 
porters and Labertng men employed by A. T. 
Stewart & Co., all waiting eagerly to get in as 
s00n as the door opans, for they must be in on 
the moment of balf-past six o’clock all the 
year round, and they get through about seven 
at night, but often later. ‘These are poor 
wretched men—or dogs,if I may cali them 80. 
A porier in this house bas to be a menial aud 
& servant of servants,as I will show you 
further on, his salary being from six to ten 
dollars os week, the latter figure being only 
obtained after five years of faithful service 
and subordination, They are re- 
quested to wear white shirts and appear as 
neat as possible, so that the public will 
think what a nice job they have, and 
good pay. Their morning exrrcise consists 
of what they call a sweep; thac is, all the 
floors have to be swept clean, counters dust- 
ed, etc., With the windows closed for fear of 
tne dust blowing over the goods. But a Jarge 
quantity of finedust goes down the throat, 
into the eyes, and up the noses of these poor 
fellows, who are pushed on by the foreman, 
Mr. Wm. Brown, who is too anxious for the 
welfare of the house, and I mustsay, an in- 
telligent man. He has often to instruct many 
of the officialsin their —_ Having been 
nearly twenty years inthe house he under- 
stands it fully, butthe poor manisnot paid 
for many things he has to attend to. 

The wholesale packing-room is in the cel- 
lar, a Very unhealthy place for men to be 
confined on account of gas, foul air and dust. 
Many poor men have sickened here, and had 
to leave after coming from the fine, healthy 
and airy fifth floor of Chambers street and 
Broadway. The change was too much—but 
not enough in the pocket. This was a beau-~ 
tiful retail store before the wholesale came 
up, but it has been changed so much thatis 
looks lonely and deserted on the upper 
floors now, asthe wholesale men are being 
bounced out rapidiy. Some _ receive two 
weeks’ salary on going away, and some old 
portere who were nearly twenty years 
in the house were discharged 
on a week’s notice, without getting 
anything. Asageneral thing, the onger a 
workingman is inthis bouse the less he is 
thought of. The basement has a square 
fenced in on the Ninth street side, where about 
twenty tothirtv young men from eighteen to 
thirty years old are kept rolling up packages 
and addressing them on a salary of from $3 to 
$7 per week. These poor fejlows are shabblly 
dressed, the toes appearing through many of 
their shoes. They live on ten-cent meais ina 


te 


Qaiaker dairy on Tenth street, and strive to 
save a little money for clothes. Mr. Vardine, 
who bas charge of these living skeletons, looks 
very much like a country schoolmaster. 

Kight opposite, separated by a partition, 
are a number of ertry and calling off cierks, 
looking at each o.herinan excited manaer, 
Wailing to be discharged. 

But let me returnto my humble friends, 
the porters, who have to bein the store the 
first in the morning, and the last at night. A 
number of salesm-n are detatied morning and 
evening, one at «acu Counter, to watch these 
meu for fear that they might steal something, 
While other spotters are waiching the sales 
men. A number of porters are kept till nine 
o’clock every nigut, to examine the building, 
go all over the floors, and push their noses 
into every hole a: d crevice of the walis. For 
this they receive $1 per week, and any other 
housein the United States would give them 
50 cents a nigat or $3 per week. As we!l as 
doing all these things they have to attend to 
Mr. Venning’s house, opposite the store in 
Ninth street, put the coal in, Keep it 
heated inthe winter, take up the carpets, 
shake them—in fact, do what any of the 
servant girls tell them to. Taney pump up 
water in six houses in Lafayette Place, put 
coai in there, too, and as the houses are iret 
off in rooms, help to clean all the beds in the 
spring, besides turning up and down, night 
and morning, 125 iron shutters and openiug 
1,000 at the Tenth street store. They cur 
wood, take it to Judge Hilton, No.7 West 
{hirty-fourth street, also to his son’s house, 
No. 1 West Thirtv-fourth street, and Mrs. 
sStewart’s house. ‘They take theirsh-es off 
when they go tothat Geveut and religious 
man’s house, William Libby’s, Thirty-seventh 
street aud Park avenue, for fear they micht 
make a noise going upthe stairs. He was the 
principal man to advance Dr. Jobn Hall’s 
salary from £10,000 to $15,000, and then he 
comes down to his store and expects a good 
dressmaker to work for him for $7 per week, 
when all other houses would give her $14. 

One very hot dav the porters were ousy 
working at Mr. Libby’s house, when one of 
them asked the girl for a drink of water. 
When he gave back the pitcher to tne servan:, 
Mrs. Libby made her appearancs, and said:

James Dolan, alias Fatty Dolan, known to 
the detective force as “The King of Pick- 
pockets,’’ died on Friday in the State Prison 
at Sing Sing: Dolan was born in this city 
forty-two years ago.

He 
served several termsin this city for larceny, 
and was twice imprisoned in Boston.
